btu which would give the secretary 
of the interior the right to condemn 
privately owned lands in national 
parks. 
Walsh proposed a compromise to 
provide that the secretary would be 
prohibited from condemning any 
private dwellings, hotels or property 
used in the parks by religious or­ 
ganisations. 
The senate accepted 
this but the house had derided to 
ask another conference with the 
senate en the section relating to j 
the condemnation of lands. 
Glass Has Grievance. 
Senator Glass of Virginia has also 
given nolle* of his disapproval of 
the elimination from the second de-1 
fir lane y bill of the $24,000,000 for 
prohibition enforcement provided in , 
the new defunct first deficiency bill 
and some Interpreted his language 
as meaning that he might use fill- 
mistering tactics. 
Before the agreement to limit de­ 
bate on the naval appropriation bill 
was reached Senator Hale of Maine. 
a sponsor of the cruiser construc­ 
tion program, made a concession to 
the opposition when he .said that he 
mould amend the bill to provide 
on’v $200,000 for work 
on the 
cruisers during this fiscal year 
All the fifteen cruisers and one 
airplane carrier provided for in the 
cruiser bill, which has passed both 
houses and signed by the president, 
are to have work begun on them 
before June 30 1931.

Radio-telephone

LONDON. Feb. 32—<1 N. BJ—The 
next ten v ein will wee the develop­ 
ment on a large acale of a world­ 
wide telephone Bendee, with line* 
radiating from London Unking up 
every Important world city. 
This is the opinion expressed by 
engineers of the London telephone 
sen ice and British post office offi­ 
cial*. who are watching with inter­ 
est the gradual building up of a 
through-European render 
Development is now 
proceeding 
along three lines—the 
completion 
of the scheme for telephonic com­ 
munication between 
London 
and 
even important European capital, 
the strengthening of the radio-tele 
phone service to the United States, 
and the possible opening up of tele­ 
phonic connection to the British 
dominions by radio telephone. 
With the opening of a direct line 


to Warsaw, 
the 
only 
European 
clues not in direct telephone com­ 
munication are Helsingfors. 
Alga. 
Moscow and the 
capitals of the 
smaller Balkan States. 
Itah, Ger­ 
many. Austria. Hungary. 
France, 
Switzerland, Holland. 
Spain and 
Portugal are now among the coun­ 
tries having direct telephonic com­

Traffic Increase*. 
Telephone traffic between Eng­ 
land and the United States in 1928 
showed an increase of some 500 per 
cent above that of 1027.

One of the richest prises ever of­ 
fered to American undergraduate^ 
was laid before young students of 
chemistry throughout the country 
tod av by President Frank J. Oood- 
now of the Johns Hopkins univer­ 
sity. 
He announced tile acceptance of 
gifts providing for an unprecedented 
experiment in education designed to 
train young chemists of exceptional 
talents to carry the fire* of their j 
enthusiasm and learning to suc­ 
ceeding generations of students and 
workers in this dominant ain! rap­ 
idly expanding field of science. 
The program, including establish­ 
ment of a new chair or 
chemical 
education and a number of state fel­ 
lowships amounting to $1,000 a year! 
for the students chosen to take the 
special course will be put Into coar­ 
ation next fall on an experimental I 
basis 
It is expected to help fill 
the need for insoiring teacher*, and 
if successful will be made jjerma- 
nent with endowments pledged by ( 


the donors 
of 
the 
experimental 
funds, which have been provided for 
five year periods. 
Trained To Teach. 
Each student who Is awarded one 
of the fellowships will be given a 
five-year course of training, cover­ 
ing not only all of the requirements 
for a doctor’s degree but the equiva­ 
lent of erne extra year ot wou «*- 
voted to certain studies In educa­ 
tion to equip him as a teacher 
At 
the end. however, he will be free to 
choose hi* own career, in academic 
or industrial life. 
This freedom of choice 
is 
ex­ 
plained by Dr, 
J 
C. 
W. Frazer, 
chairman of the chemistry staff at 
Johns Hopkins as a recognition of 
the need of modern industry as well 
as colleges and universities for high­ 
ly trained scientists who are at the 
same time teachers and leaders.
